tion: "What are ^ou going to do after you graduate." In most 
cases the reply is: "I jaqinSt know," or, "I am not sure." This 
answer is often the méahis':'iof ehciting expressions ot. surprise, it 
fills the questioner with wonder thai anyone should spend four or 
five years at a univer.-îity without aiming at a definite vocation, 
and n eulogy is often indulged in on the benefits to be derived 
'from having a distinct object in life. 

One is impressed with the thought that the background of 
such queries is the hope that knowledge acquired now may be ex- 
changed for dollars later. The mind that is obsessed with lhal 
■liOpc canno'l easily conceive of others pursuing knowledge for any 
otbcr purpose than its ii.se in acquiring wealth. There is a fact that 
in pari at least accounts for this point of view. For many, ihc 
years .spent at college arc lean years, a period when the greatest 
economy must he. practised, when a great many of the comforts 
enjoyed by salaried individuals are too far beyond realization to 
be even wished for. It is easily understood how a lucrative position 
has a strong appeal for stiidcnl.>= in such circumstances. Material 
wealth, like anything rare, may become extremely desirable to 
those Svho are denied the privileges it brings. 

It is a good thing in early life to aim at n certain vocation or 
professional career insofar as the probability of success is concerned. 
The individual who so aims may grasp, over many years, everything 
that contribute to his knowledge of his chosen life work, and 
such knowledge makes the climb to success less difficult. But the 
irony of it all is that success does not always bring happiness. The 
future of the student who spends a few years of study in a univer- 
sity without a definite life work in view may be an unkown quan- 
tity. His chances of accumulating much wealth may be bmall. But 
the broader sympathies for, and better understanding of. his 
fellowman, which he has gained, will belter enable him to attain 
that most desirable but elusive thing called happiness, ;Anyone 
who has delved into the besl of literature, history and- art;' who 
has been in close touch with the greatest thinkers of all aget through 
books, has tasted of the finest things in life and they cannot fail 
to make his character with qualities that are admired by all.
